Mark and cut the Orst shect 
of balsa as shown in Fig. 1. 
Glue sides 1, 2, 3, and 4 together 
to form non oblong box. While 
this is drying, you’ can cut .the 
second sheet, as in Fig. 2. 


Glue the two bottorn sections 
together, side by side, so as: t0 
make the bottom of “your: box 
Kins. wide and 13%ins, long. 
Now glue this into the bottom 
of the side-picces, making sure 
it Is flush al} round and securcly 
cemented. . 

Leave this to dry and make 
the frames ns.shown in Fig. 3.
